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INCREASED COST OF LIVING. 

Secretary Wilson Making Extended In- 
quiry Through Field Employees. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, 
who helped the country tn Hud out 
"what In whisky." Is now directing his 
atlentiou to the question, "Why Is the 
cost of llvliic grMterr 

Mr. Wilson, through the hundreds of 
field employees of Ills department, Is 
attempting to ascertain wliat the dif- 
ference Is between retail and whole- 
sale prices for foodstuffs, lie desires 
to know, It was declared, why the cost 
Of foods to the consumer Is greater 
and whether the farmer, the middle- 
man or the retail merchant Is 
blame. The Inquiry Is directed tow 
the Increased prices of butter, eggs, 
milk, apple-, potatoes and other com- 
mon or garden fruits and vegetables. 

Secretary Wllsou began this Inquiry 
because lie did not believe that the 
farmers of the country were receiving 
higher prices than they should get for 
their products, as had been said bv 
many so called authorities who wished 
to explain the higher cost of living. It 
was asserted that he believer, the mid-

LAN0ES SHEPHERDS. 

French Peaiante Who Are Expert 
Walking on Stilts. 

There Is n vast district In I ranee 
where the entire community go«s 
about nnd trniisnrls lis business on 
stilts This district Is culled "Lee 
I .amies. " 

The Inhabitants, who aro among the 
poorest peasants In t rance, gain tneir 
subsistence by Hshlng. by such little 
agriculture as Is possible and by Keep- 
ing cows and sheep. The shepherds 
make use of their stilts for two pur- 
poses-first, because walking is quite 
Impossible on account of the sage and 
undergrowth of brush, nnd. second, 
because the height of their stilts gives 
them n greater range of vision. 

The stllta generally nro about six or 
seven feet high. Nenr the top tliere Is 
I support for the foot, which has u 
strong stirrup and strap, mid still 
nearer the lop u band of lent her tau- 
tens the stilt firmly to the leg just be 
low the knee. Some stilts, especially 
those mndo for fancy walking nnd for 
tricks, are even higher than seven 
feet, and the man who uses these— 
and he must be an expert— can trsrel 
ns fast as ten miles an hour. The 
lower end of this kind of stilt Is 
cupped with s sheep bone to prevent 
Its splitting. 

Some of these Lnndes shepherds are 
wonderfully clever In the management 
of their stilts. They run races, step 
or Jump over brooks, clear fences and 
walls and are nble to keep their bal- 
ance and equilibrium while stooping 
to the ground to pick up pebbles or to 
gather wild Bowers. They fall prone 
upon their faces and assume »b«Jr 
perpendicular without an effort sud 
in a single moment after they have 
thus prostrated tbemselvcs.-Tecbnlcal 
W orld Magazine.
